caused chromosome damage as the Law 
Enforcement press would have one 
believe that it was dangerous, but because 
“it’s high energy stuff to play around 
with—like a laser beam or a cobalt ray.” 
The title of Dr. Silverman's lecture was 
‘Mores, Mysticism and Madness.”’ He 
defined mores as the established ways of 
society, in short, the ‘establishment.’ New 
mores are constantly emerging, causing a 
revolution in science, however. He 
proposed that the psychic experiences of 
drug mystics, and psychotics be 
classified and analyzed systematically 
‘because at some point we have to come 
to terms with the experiences involved 
no matter how they abridge current 
theories and refashion our theory of the 
mind.’ No longer, he said, must we 
conceive of reality in terms of object 
differentiation. “New perspectives are 
needed.”

Best in the West

“Completing this theatre is like 
cleaning you room or garage... .it 
takes forever!” 


Larry Shumate, Associate 
Professor of Theatre Arts and 
technical director of SSC’s 


theatres, nearly evaluated the fact 
that the theatre complex will 
never be permanently finished, 


but will always be in need of 
minor additions and repairs. Yet 
many SSC students are not aware 


ot the impressive new speech 
complex which has been built and 
partially completed since last 
spring. 


The new complex, considered 
one of the best on the West Coast, 
is a composite of ideas from 


theatres all over the state. SSC has 
some particular assets that no 
other theatre facility has. One of 


these assets is a makeup 
laboratory with unique lighting, 
featuring 19 specially made 


stations with murrors and lighting 
for both white light or stage light. 
Two large stage lights are 


suspended on the ceiling above 
full length mirrors so the actors 
and actresses can view themselves 
as they will look onstage. 


Three dressing rooms are 
equipped with tape recorders so 
the performers can practice their 


lines and play them back. Ihese 
dressing rooms, a small library of 
plays for students to check out, 


and a student lounge occupy the 
space that was once the old 
Speech Clinic. The Speech Clinic, 


along with broadcasting and 
communications studies has been 
moved to another addition of the 
speech building. 


A new scene shop and the 
Playwright’s Theatre are two 
highlights of the recent 
construction. The scene shop, 
where the scenery for plays is 
built, has expanded to warehouse 
size in order to accommodate the 
demand for huge and elaborate 
sets. With certain equipment, the 
scenery can be painted under the 
actual stage lighting conditions. A 
one-ton hoist attached to the 
ceiling can move heavy objects 
such as lumber into the shop. 


The arena theatre is unusual 
because it is shaped like an 
octagon, whereas most arena 
theatres are square or rectangle. 
The octagonal shape allows for 
more flexibility in seating 
arrangments. The cranberry and 
olive green meta! frame chairs all 
face toward a platform with 4 
trapdoor in the middle of the 
theatre and brackets for 
projectors and other equipment 
adorn the walls. Part of the 
seating platforms are on wheels 
and can be rolled out of one 
section to create one of four basic 
seating arrangements. 








this counter attack against the 
attempts to devalue their 
education.

Above the theatre is a gridwork 
ceiling where the lights are 
located. About one foot above the 
grillwork is a black catwalk grid 


system reminiscent of the 
“Phantom of the Opera.” The 
stage workers can walk in and out 
of it and adjust lights or suspend 


things from the ceiling. A control 
room on the same level of the 
grillwork peers down at the 


theatre below but is still 
incomplete until more funds are 
acquired to install a speaking 
system. 


Other aspects of the building 
include a new costume shop, new 
walls covered with one-fourth 
inch of cork so items can be stuck 


in them, an arena theatre ticket 
booth facing the parking lot, a red 
carpeted conference room and the 
Little Theatre which has been 
remodeled

The 
library also charges a five cent per

The lively performance of his 
“Piccadilly Puppets” have made 
graduate student Richard Bay 
known to many Sacramentans. 

Bay’s puppets will assume a 
sinister disguise when he 
incorporates them into his 
production of “Dr. Faustus,” 
running May 24 through 28 in the 
Playwright’s Theatre. 

Peter Hardie is featured as Dr 
Faustus, who sells his soul to the 
devil, Mephistophilis, in exchange 
for ‘‘ultimate knowledge and 
power over the elements, the 
universe, heaven and hell.” 
Ultimately, Faustus misuses his 
powers. 

The novel mixture of puppets 
and live performers was originated 
and directed by Richard Bay as 
his master’s thesis. He also built 
the puppets. 

But why, in the first place, 
incorporate puppets into a serious 
play?

Bay, has difficulty believing in 
devils. His use of puppets to

The audience is forced to see 
the ~ play, said Bay, “as the 
illusion within one man’s mind.” 

The hazy distinction between 
reality and illusion are typified in 
the character of Mephistophilis, 
who appears at times as a person 
(John Watson) and other times as 
a puppet. 

Members of the chorus, who are 
also the puppeteers, are John

On a Thursday 
evening, she went to the 
apartment and asked to see a one 
bedroom furnished apartment, 
on the pretense that it was for 
her daughter. She was shown one 
apartment and was asked if she 
would like to see another. The 
very next morning the coed went 
back and was told again that there 
were no apartments

She, of course, knew that it 
wasn't true and told the manager 
that she knew someone had been 


asking about an apartment. She 
then asked, “Tell me, is it because 
I'm black?” The manager became 


upset, denying it, and saying that 
they always kept some apartments 
open

A letter was then sent by the 
commission to the owners of the 
complex and a copy of it was 
hand-delivered by a member of 
the commission to the manager 
That same day another member of 
the commission was shown an 
apartment that was available to be 
rented. Later that day the coed 
went back. The manager said she 
would see what she could do but 
that she didn’t “appreciate your 
methods.” 

The next Monday an apartment 
was available for rent 


How does it feel 


How does she feel about the 
inconvenience of the month-long 
run-around which cost her an 
extra month’s rent at her old 
apartment. She moved into her 
new apartment around Apmil 11 
and had to pay 1/3 of the rent at 
her former apartment and the full 
rent at her new apartment

Dumke speaks: 


An image to keep

“If nothing more, we ruined his lunch,” is how Austin Gerber summed 
up the result of a confrontation with Chancellor Glenn Dumke 
concerning his intervention in the SSC convocation on Indochina at the 
state Academic Senate convention last week. 

Gerber and Robert Thompson reported their experience with the 
Chancellor to the SSC Academic Senate at a Wednesday afternoon 
meeting. 

Dumke had been forewarned about the upcoming “confrontation” 
during his scheduled appearance at the convention. He had a 15-minute 
prepared speech ready explaining his actions which stopped the 
convocation. 

Robert Donaldson, another member of the SSC deleg:tion, tried to 
pin Dumke down, but in Gerber’s words, “it was like shooting at a 
rhinoceros” attempting to get straight answers from the chancellor. 

Dumke claimed he was trying to preserve the “good image”’ of the 
California State Colleges in a time of budget crisis. 

If recent polls are correct, 76 percent of the American public opposes 
the war in Indochina. What could be better than a convocation about 
the war where the community is asked to judge our conduct in the war? 

Thompson stated that Dumke said he was trying to preserve academic 
freedom. Thompson responded that this would be like to preserve free 
speech by telling everybody to shut up. 

Thompson went on to describe the chancellor as being completely 
smooth. no handles at all. A more appropriate analogy would be that 
catching Dumke off guard is like trying to catch a greased pig. 

The episode may not be over yet, according to Jack Livingston, 
Academic Senate Chairman. Plans for an investigation into Dumke’s 
intervention are underway and the state convention passed 2 resolution 

alling for such an investigation by the American Association of 
University Professors 

Livingston has been trying to spur the AALP into action but what 
happens is unpredictabie This question raises a mew issue 4s most 
previous investigations have involved instructor grievances.

Survival symposium

4 ‘‘Survival Symposium” to 
sducate the public on 
‘nvironmental issues will be held 
in two sessions Wednesday, May 
26, from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. in the 
Little Theatre and 8:30-10:30 
p.m. at Newman Court, 5900 
Newman Court. 

The symposium is sponsored by 
the California Earth Action Group 
(CEAG), a recently organized 
group concerned with saving the 
environment; Active Conservation 
Tactics; and Zero Population 
Growth, in cooperation with the 
ASSSC. Moderator will be 
Christopher Dyer-Bennett of the 
Government Department. 

Steve Crowle, one of the 
symposium organizers, said, “One 
of the essential things to be talkd 
about at the symposium is 
Survival is the theme. 
There will be panel discussions to 
determine what the problems are 
in the environment, if there are 
any solutions to those 
environmental problems, and if 
those solutions are feasible under 
our present system.” 

Another organizer, Bradley 
Booth (CEAG) said, “This is an 
original attempt to get various 
interest groups to sit down in one 
place and talk about 
environmental issues. Each person 
is going to comment on what his 
agency is doing about survival of 
the environment.” According to 
Booth the symposium will be a 
chance for the public to 
participate in meaningful 
discussion of environmental issues 
and to question public and private 
agency officials. 


Z’BERG PANELIST 


A featured panelist at the 
evening session will be 
Assemblyman Edwin L. Z’Berg, of 
the Assembly Natural Resources 
and Conservation Committee, 
Who recently proposed legislation 
for an independent, full-time state 
tnvironmental quality board and 
tight regional boards. At a recent 
mess conference, Z’Berg stated, 
“Much concern has been 
expressed in recent months over 
he environmental crisis which 
increasingly degrades the quality 
of life in our land, but in spite of 
what many politicians would have 
the public believe, little has been 
done to come to grips with the 
growing catalog of environmental 
ills which now plague every part 
of California.” Z’Berg’s bill is 


designed to remedy this situation__ 


Other panelists for the afternoon 
session include Peter Rodgers of 
the State Water Resources Control 
Board; Sidney McClausland, 
Legislative Analyst; James Welsh, 
from the California State 
Department of Water Resources, 
and Jack Bernard, from the U.S 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Other panelists for the evening 
sesssion will be Welsh, Eric 
Gerstung, representing the 
Department of Fish and Game, 
Eric Freitag III, U.C. Davis 
graduate student, and Don 
Benninghoven, from the League

As an end result, the symposium 
organizers hope to make public 
and private agencies more 
responsive to public demands and 
reponsibie for environmental 
quality than they are at present. 
Citing an example of 
irresponsibility, John Shonerd of 
CEAG said, “Six months ago a 
Berkeley scientist released a 
report indicating that the SST 
(supersonic transport) would 
destroy our atmospheric 
protection against ultra-violet 
rays. Those rays would create 
mutants of our children. Why and 
how was this report suppressed, 
even after it was given to the 
President’s Science Advisory 


Council? Is Hickel right in saying 
that ecology is fine until the lights 
go out?” 

Crowle added that the 
Department of Water Resources 
seems ignorant of environmental 
and ecological issues, adding that 
the Deputy Director, Bob Eiland, 
after turning down a request to 
appear on the panel, asked “the 
difference between ecology and 
environment.” The symposium 
should clarify issues such as this, 
both for public agencies and the 
public itself. “Too many people 
don’t know what is involved in 
ecology and environment,” said 
Crowle. 
According to Crowle, due to 
poor planning the ecological 
balance is upset and our 
environment is in danger—danger 
which affects eary individual 
directly. As an example of poor 
planning, Crowle cited the 
Californ': Water Project, which is 
plannin, « peripheral canal which 
could cut down the flow of water 
in the American River. If the plan 
goes into effect, and the flow is 
cut, the concentration of sewage 
and pollutants will be much 
greater because industry 
(upstream from where 
Sacramento takes in its water) will 
not cut down the amount of 
effluents it deposits into the river. 
Continuing, Crowle asked, “Are 
people going to watch this 
happen—doing nothing?” He 
hopes the symposium will help 
prevent this and other 
environmental catastophes.
